STATEMENT GIVEN 
OUT BY SURVIVORS 


DUBLIN, Oct. 31, via London, Nov. 
1—The British steamer Marina was 
torpedoed without warning, according 
to a statement made by American sur- 
vivors of the vessel who arrived here 
tonight from Bear Haven. The sur- 
vivors declared in a statement to the 
Associated Press that two torpedoes 
were fired at the Marina and that the 
submarine watched the boats contain- 
ing the survivors for haif an hour 
without offering assistance. 

Twenty-eight American survivors of 
the steamer arrived at the Seamen's 
Home here tonight from Bear Haven. 
In the statement to the Associated 
Press they said: 

Survivors’ Statement. 

“We reached safety after more than 
thirty hours in a rough sea in an open 
boat. Capt. Brown was last seen low- 
ering himself to a raft. 

“The Marina, with a cargo of whis- 
key from Glasgow to Baltimore, was 
struck by a torpedo without warning 
on the starboard side off Skelligs Rock 
at 4:14 o'clock Saturday morning, and 
sank in a few minutes. A second tor- 
pedo struck the port side of the ves- 
sel about ten minutes after the first. 

“All Americans aboard were mem- 
bers of the crew except one, a pas- 
senger named Middléton, of Freder- 
ickburg, who was drowned, and two 
stowaways who also were drowned.

“PASTOR” RUSSELL 
DIES ON TRAIN OF 
HEART FAILURE

CANADIAN, Tex., Oct. 31.— 
Charles Taze Russell, known as 


“Pastor” Russell, an Independent 
minister, editor of the Watch 
Tower, and prominent author of 
studies on the Scriptures, died this 
afternoon on a passenger train en 
route from Los Angeles to New 
York. Heart disease was given as 
the cause, 
Russell was born 
He was educated 
principally under private tutors, and 
began his work in the Independent 
ministry at Pittsburg in 1878, when he 
was 26 years of age, going’ Idler to the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle and the New 
York City Temple. He disclaimed be- 
ing the founder of any religious sect, 
and interprets the punishment of the 
Bible as eternal death and not eternal 
punishment. He was the author of a 
series of books on scriptural topies. 
Pastor Russell and many of his 
journals have been barred from Can- 
ada practically since the beginning of 
the war on account of alleged pro- 
Germanism.,

Superintendent Carpenter said that 
it was time for this matter to be taken 
up if the lunches were to be provided 
this year, The teachers were willing 
to carry out the work, although they 
did not think that there was any 
urgent necessity for them, On cold 
days the lunches were largely patron- 
ized and consideres an advantage, 
Financially they were armost self- 
supporting, as all were paid for, al- 
though some ticketé Were bought nnd 
given to children. The lunche® coi- 
sisted of bread and butter, sold at 
one cent. per slice, and hot or cold 
milk at two cents per mug. z 

It was decided to récommend that 
authority be given for teachers’ train- 
ing classes to be held at King Mdward 
and Mackay avenue schools, and that 
improved lighting be supplied for this 
purpose.

SUPERIOR, 15c per pint; cream tickets accepted for Superior. 


We find that the price of cream in Vancouver is 15c per half 
pint. Milk testing 3.4% is 10c per quart. In Moose Jaw milk test- 
ing 3.5% sells for 12c per quart, and cream for 12c per half pint. 


E.C.D. milk averages at present a little over 4% butter-fat.
